them. This will be a pleasant change 


• for the Portsmouth boys as, though 


it is most intensely hot in the sun, 
there is always a good breeze here and 
the nights are almost chilly.

They 
are also enthusiastic because of the 
confiscation of the Spanish Casino 
here, in which stores of ammunition 
were discovered, as well as evidence 
pointing out local Spanish spies. 
Carranza's Montreal letter led to the 
confiscation of this building. Spies 


McPherson, 
Atlanta, awaiting trial.

Mules and horses continue to ar-

Tampa is the busiest small place 


ever seen. Ten weeks ago it had a 
population of less than 26,000. 
This 


doubled in May. The number thus 
far transported to Cuba has not been 
great and 50,000 soldiers have arrived 
this month, with trains still bringing 
others. 


The regiment of immunes, headed 


by Walter Baker, former consul for 
the United States at Sagua la Grande, 
5s reported to have landed in Cuba at 
the same time Buffalo Bill mug;, 
riders did. Roosevelt's rough riders 
will probably go with tonight's ex- 
pedition.

future, some fearing that the return 
of Cubans to their native

That as Tampa is now supply- 
ing the best trade, she will so con- 
tinue. While many Cubans will leave, 
their places will probably be taken by 
Spaniards, and, leaving all prejudice 
aside, the Spaniard is much to be pre- 
ferred as a citizen, though the Cubans 
of pure blood have all the good points 
of the Spaniard, with the addition of 
strong tendency toward brotherhood. 
Even the Cuban negro is in advance 
of our Southern negroe, ihough he is 
as 
dishonest 
and 
untrustworthy. 


Years of slavery does not tend to 
make the material needed for good 
citizenship.

Strong Searchlights AVere Displayed In 


Every

Ordered to Remain at the Machines 
All 
Night — Considerable Uneasiness 


Was Noticed Among Civilians but the 
Intruders Seem to Have Cotton Away

Being; 


Trained Upon Them — It Is Not Prob- 


able« That They Will Ever Koturn to 


Americans Now Have Possession. 


Washington, June 11.—The following 


bulletin was posted by the navy de- 
partment: "On June 7 Admiral Samp- 


was determined not to take the one 
small chance of having our troop trans- 
ports menaced by some scouting ship 
of the enemy. 


As a result the troop transports have 


not proceeded to Cuba, as has been 
repeatedly asserted. They are iri readi- 
ness to go, hut will not move until 
the naval convoy is ready to accom- 
pany them, assuring safe conduct from 
Florida to the point of destination. 


"When that -will be the war depart- 


ment positively declines to say, and 
there is authority for the statement 
that any reports purporting to give 
the hour or day when this formidable 
flotilla of invasion will start is not 
only unwarranted, but meets with the 
most vigorous official condemnation. 


Secrecy to Be Observed. 


The administration 
feels that the 


time has come when it is of the ut- 
most importance that the precise move- 
ments of this invading fleet should not 
be published in this country, and thus 
heralded to the enemy. 


The completeness with which the 


transports of troops has been planned 
is shown in the official list of trans- 
port vessels given out at the war de- 
partment 


Of this list, 34 large 
steamsliips, 


varying from 4,100 tons down to 600 
tons, are at Florida ports ready to 
carry our troops to the point of in- 
vasion. 


There are some 15 other craft, in- 


cluding vessels suitable for conveying 
fresh water, stores, etc., and for light- 
ering the troops and stores fr'om the 
ships to the beach when the embarka- 
tion begins. 


The entire transport fleet of about 


50 steamships, augmented by the fleet 
of naval convoys, 16 in number, will 
make a formidable marine .procession, 
exceeding in magnitude the notable 
spectacle of the naval review during 
the world's fair yean 


The statement coming 
from

Francisco to the effect that the real 
object of the Charleston's voyage was 
the seizure of the Spanish Ladrone is- 
lands has small basis of truth in it.

Will Go Direct to Cuba. 


Chickamauga National Park, Ga., 


June 11.—The general impression pre- 
vails at General Brooke's headquarters 
that there will be no removals from 
this place to points south until the gov- 
ernment is ready to send another army 
directly to Cuba, and then it is believed 
that troops will he sent directly to the 
point of embarkation and thence at 
ones shipped. 


Great Action to Be Taken. 


Vienna, June 11.—A rumor

lated here that a revolution had broken 
out in Madrid is not confirmed.

very noticeable is the movement of the 
Carlists, whom Don Carlos has sum- 
moned to a conference at Brussels. It 
is said by those who are in the en- 


Fort Monroe, Va,, June 11. — Intense 


excitement was caused at Fort Monroe 
shortly after 9 p. m. by a dispatch re- 
ceived from the signal station at Cape 
Henry stating that Spanish warships 
were lurking in that vicinity. 


A short while later a message was 


received from Washington instructing 
the commandant of the fort. 


Reports as to the number of ships 


seem to conflict. A lieutenant who was 
seen after midnight said he had been 
informed +hat a Spanish battleship, 
two cruisers and a torpedo boat had 
been caught under the searchlight of 
Cape Henry, steaming- from a north- 
erly direction. 


As soon as it was reported that the 


enemy's wrships had .been sighted 
there was great activity at the fort. 


The big searchlight began to sweep 


the bay and signals were flashed to the 
cruiser Minneapolis, auxiliary cruiser 
Dixie and dynamite cruiser Buffalo, 
Which are anchored off Old Point. 


Quarters were sounded, and 
the 


crews hastily prepared the ships for 
action. 


The gunners took positions at their 


posts, wher° they were ordered to re- 
main durirg the night. 
The ships' 


searchlights were kept playing on the 
waters. 


In the fort ammunition was hur- 


ried to the big guns and the troops 
ordered to their posts. 


Some of the officers were with their 


families at the hotels, and buglers were 
dispatched for them. 


The men scurri,ed out of the hotels 


half dressed and hastened to the fort. 


In the camp of the Maryland troops 


orders were given for the men to sleep 
in their clothes with their guns close by 


Considerable 
excitement 
ensued 


among the civilians and some uneas- 
iness was apparent among the guests 
of the hotels. 


At 2:30 a. m. there . were no new 


developments. 


A dispatch that came from Wash- 


ington stating that one of the vessels 
seen was probably a German freighter 
had a tendency to allay the excite- 
ment among the guests at the hotels, 
but the officers did not relax their vigil- 
ance.

The street commissioner, health offi- 
cer and some citizens insist on making 
the Scioto bottoms, at the head of 
Court street, a depository for all the 
city's garbage. The people living in 
that neighborhood have been very 
patient and have notified and begged 
time and again every person' who 
would be likely to have any authority 
in the matter to take some action- 
towards stopping It. The people here 
have been treated with criminal in- 
difference by those in charge of such 
affairs, from members of council down 
to the men who haul the offal. 
ThP- 


matter has ceased -to be a nuisance 
and is now an outrage and the citi- 
zens have decided to ask no more 
favors, but have employed an attorney 
and will see that section C923 of the 
statutes of the laws of the state of 
Ohio are complied with, and that to 
the letter. This statute provides that 
all refuse mater of this nature shall 
not be deposited on any premises or 
dumped in any river or creek, but 
must be deposited in a trench at least 
three feet deep and covered over by 
at least one foot of dry earth. Thej 
statute further provides that the 
offending party shall be fined not less 
than fifty dollars and be sentenced to 
not less than ten days in jail. 
As a 


preliminary step, the 
mayor 
has 


served legal notice on Street Commis- 
sioner Craigmiles and Health Officer 
Swander and the parties who have 
been dumping refuse matter into the 
Scioto and the bottms. 


The residents of that pare of town 


are determined, and their attorney 
has instructions to begin action Mon- 
day at noon, if any more garbage is 
dumped there, and if the refuse al- 
icady there is not ^burned, according 
to law. There are several cases of 
sickness in the neighborhood, and to 
make the case stronger affidavits [will 
be secured from several physicians 
bearing on the.effect of the stench on 
their patients and the general health 
of the neighborhood. The "legal no- 
tices sent out by the mayor jvill be in 
effect in twenty-four hours after their 
receipt, and then the fun will begin.
